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CALEB CUSHING AND THE BANK QUESTION. 


it u vveff known to the public that the Bank partisans 
introduced u series of resolutions into the general court 
of this State last winter, respecting the Bank of the U. 
States, and th * removal of the public deposited from that 
institution. 
Caleb Cushing of N ew bury port, made a 
speech sustaining those resolutions, and condemning the 
Presidant and the adauoistration. 
This speech has been 
published— we suppose by Mr. Cushing, and extensively 
circulated 
in E sex north, 
or district No. 3, to aid, 
no 
doubt, 
in 
electing 
Mr Cushing to Congress,— 
for which oflice he is now a candidate. 
The resohes 
themselves, in favour of which Mr Cushing made this ef­ 
fort, are not given with the speech and hence the public 
arc unable to judge of the pertinency o f his remarks.—- 
W o propose to examine as briefly as the nature of the 
subject will permit, the principles and tendency of these 
resolves, and, of the character and design of Mr Cush­ 
ing's speech, and then let the public decide how fur one, 
professing his principles is a safe representative of the la­ 
bouring and producing classes. 
The object o f the resolves appear to he two fold— to 
sustain the Paper system, for the exclusive benefit of the 
1r. S. Bank, and to condemn the President of the United 
States. 
The paper system is a contrivance to abstract 
from the earnings of the poor, the wherewith to pamper 
the palates of the rich ; and hence vve find those persons 
advocating the principle that private corporations, which 
are cotnpoesd o f monied men, ought to furnish the paper 
currency. 
T he first resolve is as follow« ; 
“ Resolved, T hat a sound and healthy state o f the Currency is 
one of the most imp ntant clem :nts in the economical prosperity 
of the country, and that although a purely inetalic currency may 
perhaps in theory be preferable to any other, the present method 
of transacting business renders it absolutely necessary that the 
circulating medium should consist is p i h 
i o k 
p x p e r . ” 
“ Resolved T hat though the coinage of the precious metals is, 
and should be every where one of the functions of the govern­ 
ment, the experience o f all countries has proved, that for the sup­ 
ply of the p< rtlon of the circulating medium which consi-ts of pa­ 
per, riiE aok!«ct of p r iv 'ie conroRATio.vs or Hanks, compel - 
fable at all times by law to redeem their notes w ith specie, is, 
rnSK£RAI<I.E T O T i l VT of GOVKRVMENT.” 
“ Resolved, T hat it is essential to a sound state of the currency 
that the private corporations or banks which perform the impor­ 
tant service of supplying the portion of the circulating medium 
which consists of paper, should he perfectly solid, and tiiat the 
necessary security is m u c h b e t

t i o n a l i n s t i t u t i o n posseting a large capita!, and suhject to the 
constant supervision of the General Government, than it possibly 
can be through the smaller banking Corporations, chartered un­ 
der the authority of the States ” 
“ Resolved, T hat some concerted arrangement pervading all 
pans of the country, is absolutely necessary to the Government 
for the purpose of securing, paying over and transfering from one 
place to another the public money 
that the State Banks in 
consequence of the comparative smallness of their capital, their 
exemption from any control or supervision by the General Gov­ 
ernment, and tiieir w ant rtf connection with each other, are in­ 
capable of performing this service with advantage, and that any 
system of concerted action that might be established among state 
Hanks employed to collect and pay over the public revenue, 
could only constitute a very unsafi! and imperfi ct approxima­ 
tion to a w ell constituted NATIONAL IN STITU T IO N .” 
“ Resolved, T hat the objections to the Constitutionality of a 
National Hank, which were originally entertained by many of 
the wisest statesmen and purest patriots, were abandoned by 
themselves on the establishment of the present one ; that the reg­ 
ulation of t he currency being committed by the constitution to tlie 
General Government, it is entirely conformable to the Spirit o f 
that instrum ent that the institution which is p r 
i v c j pai.lt b e ­ 


l 
i e d upon to Otto ish the p a p e r p o r t i o n - ofthe currency, should 
be a n a t i o n a l o n 
e , under the regulation and supervision of 
Congress.” 
“ Resolved, That for the reasons set forth in the preceding re­ 
solves, we consider a well constituted National Hank as one of 
the most valuable PO LITICAL institutions ofthe country : that 
we have seen with deep regret ttie disposition manifested by the 
present Chief .Magistrate of the U. States to use his influence in 
opposition to the existence of any such Bank 
fee. 
‘•Resolved, T hat the custody of the public money is com ­ 
m itted by law to the Hunk oi' the United 
State*, unless the 
Secretary of the Treasury should otherwise direct, for reasons 
to be by him submitted to Congress; and that the reasons 
submitted to Congress by the Secretary of the I reasury, for the 
late removal of the public treasure team the custody of the 
Bank, are not sufficient to justify the measure.” 
Mr W ells proposed as a substitute for this resolve the 
following : 
“Resolved, That the custody ofthe public money is commit­ 
ted by law to the Bank of the United States, unless the Secre­ 
tary of tin*, Treasury should otherwise direct -, that In exer­ 
cising his discretion upon withholding this custody, he arts in 
execution of n trust, for the due performance of which lie is 
responsible to Conge, .-is alone ; and the recent conduct of the 
President of the United States, in assum ing to control this 
discretion, and in dismissing one Secretary of the Treasury, 
because he would not submit to this control, and appointing a 
successor who would act in accordance with his wishes, was 
an unw arrantable interference with duties confided to o th er 
departm ents of the government, a flagrant abuse of the power 
of removal and appointm ent, and tends to establish a prece­ 
dent dangerous to the purity and perpetuity of our free in­ 
stitutions, against which this Legislature in behalf of the peo­ 
ple of Massachusetts, hereby enters its decided and solemn pro­ 
test.” 
T hese, among others, were the resolutions on which 
Mr Cushing made his speech. 
A production he seems 
to have valued highly, from the pains he has taken to 
give it circulation. 
For ourselves, however, we feel 
disappointed, not in the principles he avows and sup­ 
ports, for vve have before been taught to look upon him 
as the willing instrument in the bauds of the aristocracy, 
but in the want of ability, force anil talent in the pro­ 
duction. 
W e certainly had been lead to believe, not 
only from his own declaration in comparing his abilities 
with those of his former competitor, Mr Varnum, hut 
from the oft repeated declaration o f a n o n i/m o u s writers, 
that he possessed, if not “ ten thousand limes the tal­ 
ents’’ o f other men, at least talent above mediocrity. 
The first part o f his speech, and the last part of his 
speech, and the middle part of his speech, are all main­ 
ly occupied with bold and reckless assertion, scurrillous 
abuse, and empty declamation. 
W e shall give but 
comparatively few specimens,, and proceed to the more 
important part of the principles and tendency of the 
resolutions, into the defence of which Mr Cushing en­ 
tered with a zeal certainly paramount to his ability. 
It should ha borne in mind that the act which called 
forth the resolves before cited, was the order which the 
•Secretary of the Treasury gave, that the collection of 
the public money after the first of October, 1833, 
should be made and kept in certain State Banks ; that 
the Secretary had this right especially reserv ed to him 
in the Bank charter—that the President has an unquali- 
ed right to remove any or all of the Secretaries, when­ 
ever he pleases, and that no honest, candid and intelli­ 
gent man has ever denied these rights, either of the 
President or Secretary. 
For this act, clearly within the law and the constitu­ 
tion, Mr Cushing breaks oat almost at the starting point 
i:t the following rhapsody :— 
“And here, in this House, at this spot, upon these heights, 
where the beacon fires of our freedom were first kindled, in sight 
o fth e immortal battle field of Bunker I till,—here should the 
people of Massachusetts, by their assembled representatives, 
enter their solemn protest against executive usurpations, and 
organize themselves, i f need be, to vindicate their liberties 
violently assailed, of their property wantonly destroyed.” 
And tins stuff i# palmed off as the s lut illations of 
genius— the emanation of great talents. 
It svonld bo fair to question the policy of removing 
the deposites, and the existence or non-existence of the 
Bank, as well :t3 the propriety of discharging the Secre­ 
tary ; but to charge tne removal of the deposites as an 
“ executive usurpation,” when the charter by which the 
Bank exists expressly recognizes tho right, is to evince 
great ignorance or great depravity— that this charge 
does not arise from ignorance, vve have tho assurance 
of Mr Cushing’s own encomium upon his own talents— 
that it may be from depravity, vve have hut to refer to 
the anonymous swearing in 1826. 
No— the usurpa­ 
tion was by the Senate—from the aristocratic branch of 
the Legislature, and not by the executive. 


But vve will pnsato other parts o f the speech, as fol-1 
low s:—

fit the first place it ii ntteily false that general dij 
tress prevailed at all. 
W e appeal to the farmers and 
mechanics, thegreaf mass of citizens who live by their 
earnings, and not by their wits, for the truth of the as­ 
sertion. 
'the farmer has not for years—and the farm­ 
ing interest is the great and predominating interest of 
the country— realized better prices nor better pay, than 
he was getting at the very moment Mr Cushing was 
drawling out these Jeremiads. 
On this subject we 
speak 
from experience— pork, butter, cheese, hay, 
grain, potatoes, wood, or whatever else the farmer hud 
to dispose of, brought tt high price, met a ready sale, 
and commanded prompt payment. 
< >n the other hand, 
the tea, coflec, sugar and other articles which he had 
to buy, owing to the reduction of duty made during the 
administration o f Gen. Jackson, and the fruits of his 
policy to stay wasteful expenditures, to pay the national 
debt, and to lighten the taxes upon the people, were 
never before known to be as low. 
There were failures, 
and a good deal of pecuniary pressure among the mer­ 
cantile classes, extending indeed to all who were in debt, 
much beyond their ability to pay. 
This distress, how­ 
ever, was vastly overrated, and such as it was, it was 
designedly brought about by the concerted efforts of 
the Bank, and the leading aristocratic aspirants for the 
Presidency, aided by men o f no more moral principles 
than Mr Cushing. 
T he very 
speech of .Mr Cushing, 
on which 
vve are commenting, aud 
the resolutions 
which afforded him the occasion to make it, and which 
vve have no doubt were dictated in substance, if not ac­ 
tually famished by Mr Biddle, were calculated and in­ 
tended to add to the alarm and distress. 
Tim e has stamped with falsity many of Mr Cushing's 
evil forebodings, while the energy ofthe people has tri­ 
umphed over all the efforts ofth e Bank and its purchas­ 
ed slaves, its bought up presses and its retained law ­ 
yers, in our state and national legislatures, to bring ruin 
upon the country. 
N o man, now , doubts that all the 
distress which afflicted tho trading community last win­ 
ter, was designedly brought upon them by the Bank and 
its political associates. 
The President o fth e Bank, Mr 
Biddle, tacitly admits this fact in his answer to the N ew 
York Merchants, who applied to him in July, to in­ 
crease the loans of the Bank ; and those merchants who 
had been the most active panic makers, tacitly admit 
also the same thing in their application to him. 
Mr Cushing says further— 
“ Sir, I hold in my hand a detailed statement, collected from 
authentic sources, giving the names ofcitisen« or Massachusetts 
who have failed in business during the months oi January aud 
February in this year, with the amount of the indebtedness of 
each one, tho sum total of which exceeds five and a half m il­ 
lions of dollars. * * 
It includes only the bankruptcies which 
have come to my knowledge in Boston, New bury port, Glou­ 
cester, New Bedford, Worcester, and other parts o f the C om ­ 
monwealth 


W e place very little reliance on the accuracy of this 
statement, and vve attach still less importance to it, even 
allowing it to be true, as any annirnont in f'irnni- nf ,fio 
DUIlK. 
If these failures were solely 
in consequence o f the 
pressure and panic, the Bank and ils friends, who got 
up the panic, are responsible for them. 
But within the 
whole range o f our acquaintance, and vve know a good 
deal about the failures 
which took place In each of 
;!ie towns named, vve know of but two individuals} who 
failed, that can pay all 
their debts, or that could have 
paid them without the panic, if they had been 
called 
upon to settle in full. 
If any one will take the pains to 
examine, he will find the failures, generally, were o f 
those who had been insolvent for a length of time.— 
W e pass over his estimates of the loss and depreciation 
of property in this state and various other of such k in d 
o f facts, which lie avers are “ demonstrable,” but which 
he has demonstrated iu no other w ay than by his naked 
assertion, as needing no notice, and come to another j 
specimen of his eloquence and ingenuousness. 
“However, as to the question of legal right, involved in the 1 
President’s conduct, which has been so much discussed at 
Washington, that I shall but touch. 
It would be prcsumptuout ; 
in me to follow in tho path of McDuffie, Clay, Uinney, Cal­ 
houn,” &C.

A 
Mr Calhoun, whom Mr Cushing cites as having 
doubted llte legality o fth e Presidents conduct, hud too j 
much self respect to make such an assertion. 
On the 
contrary, in debate on that question, ho said he had no ' 
doubt o f the Secretary’s right to remove the deposits, 
and none that the President had tho constitutional right 
to remove the Secretary, as he hud done. 
l ie looked 
upon it, not as an usurpation, but as an abuse of pow ­ 
er. 
Put .Mr Calhoun went too far, for unless the Pres­ 
ident exercised this power from bud motives, it was no 
abuse o f power, however disastrous might he the re­ 
sult. 
A bad motive alone could constitute an abuse of 
power. 
If power legally conferred, and honestly exer­ 
cised, lend to bad consequences, it Is no abuse, but 
merely an injudicious excercise of power. 
Put in this 
case w e firmly believe, and the country firmly believes, 
tlut the President exercis.-d a power given him by the ' 
constitution and the law— that he exercised it with good 
motives and for great, important and justifiable ends ; 
and th it by its exercise he has saved the country from 
tho oppressions ot the Bank, and rescued our institu­ 
tions from the destruction which tho monied oligarchy 
had prepared for them. 
W o pass to smaller matters, Mr Cushing’s self com- 1 
placency : 


•‘ And is it possible (he says) to shut our eyes to the fact that 
the same desperate game is playing in this country [curbing the 1 
arrogance of wealth] bvnien equally desperate, though fortu­ 
nately for us, pigm ies in mental stature,"fee, 
*

“Sir, I stand alone in life. 
Ifconvulsion comes upon our 
hitherto happy country—if this flagitious and detestable scheme 
in breaking up the monied institutions or the c o u n ir', for party 
purposes, should be perpetuated, think von that I have cause, 
individually, to siuiiik from the storm f 
Not at all. 
In quiet 
times men oi strong purposes and ardent tem pers are thrust 
a-iue in tho throng of competitors ; but when the waters o f i 
the great deep are broken up, when the tempest of civil fury 
sweeps over the land, then it is that such men take their place 1 
in history for glory, or for ignominy, as their deeds may w ar­ 
rant.” 


Hero vve see the full man— his opponents arc pigmies 
in mental stature, but he himself being of “ strong pur­ 
pose,’ 
and “ ardent temper,” is fitted to ride upon 
“ the tempest ot civil fury, ’ and direct the storin that 
“ sweeps over the land !” 
And, 
disinterested youth, 
notwithstanding the advantages which blood and car- 
nage would offer— he prefers peaceful gains, such as 
come from Biddle’s breeches pocket. 
VV o should have thought the lesson which Mr Cushing 
learned in 1826 upon self praise, and the detraction from 
the merits of opponents would have taught hint to dwell 
upon other themes. 
W o have mainly done with Mr Cushing’s Speech. 


W e ¡¡.re content that he should reap all the credit he can 
gather front its coarse billingsgate, its reckless assertion, 
its confident but unfulfilled predictions. 
W e shall now rail the attention of the public to the 
character and principles o fth e resolution# in support of 
which this great effort of Mr Cushing was made. 
W e staled above, that vve had no tlenl t lie-resolutions

Conventionists and their former antipodes ate. t.r«»Hi,, j„. 
to homogenious fiction by his tw fe n m i amalgam.— 
T he first object of Mr Biddle is to estnblisli on a perma­ 
nent basis the paper system -—that tlw circulating medium 
shall he principally paper— and then, lo secure the sup­ 
plying of that medium as a monopoly, to the Bank ofthe 
IJ. States, and to such Stnto imffitotions as may buy, 
or otherwise acquire his favour. 
Having tho control of tha ample means o f the Up S. 
Bank, he has found no difficulty, as the public have seen, 
in retaining commanding talents in and out o fth e Halls 
o f Legislation. 
A primary object is to prove that tho 
States have no right to create Banks— that ( 'ongress alone 
has the right to grant Bank Cltartors. 
W ith this object 
in view Mr McDuffie, chairman ofthe committee of ways 
and means, and an ardent partizofl ot the Bank, as well 
as a furious nullifier and states rights man, made a report 
to Congress, in 1830 concerning the Bank, advising tt re­ 
newal o fth e charter, and oontaining, among o tW things, 
the following claim for the general government, in th« 
exclusive right to grant Bunking privileges. 
“ The power to coin money aud fix the value tlterenf is ex 
pressiy ami exclusively vested in Congress. 
This grant was ev • 
idontly intended to invest Congress with the power of regula­ 
ting the circulating medium. 'C o in " was regarded at the fr a - 
rning o f the constitution as synonym ous with “currency,” as 
it was then generally believed that bank notes cottbl only he 
maintained in circulation by being the true representatives of 
the precious metals. 
The word coin, therefore, must be regar­ 
ded as a particular term, standing as the represciitati >n of a 
general idea. 
No principle of sound construction will justify 
a rigid adherence to the letter in opposition to the plain inten­ 
tion of the clause.” 
Hut if it should he conceedcd that the 
grant of power “to coin money and nx the value thereof,” does 
not in its term* give Congress ilio power of regulating any other 
than the “coined” Currency of Hie- union, may not the power of 
regulating any substituted currency, especially one which is 
th-: professed representative o f coin, be fa irly claimed as an 
incidental power, as an e s s e n t i a l m k ' » s o k « a h r y i m i i n t o 
EFFECT THE H ilN INTENTIONS 01 TltK 0HXM'ITUTIO.V, in 
clothing Congress with the principal power.” 
Here the right to regulate bank paper, as well as coin, 
is claimed to belong exclusively to the general Govern- 
mcn. 
tW e w ish the reader to note this carefully, for it 
is the first distinct developement o f Mr Biddle’s designs 
to seize the entire monopoly o f Banking, and to annihi­ 
late the State Banks, or to bring them under his absolute 
control. 
SoiBeftirne after this, w e think in the autumn of 
1830, Mr Gallatin, formerly Secretary o f the Treasury, 
wrote an essay in favour o f the Bank, and it lias been 
publicly 
asserted that he wrote it at the request of the 
Bank men, and for a pecuniary consideration, which es­ 
say was published in the American Quarterly R eview , a 
Bank periodica , »»a tl^ Bank caused it to be printed 
in great numbers and w idely circmaiea at itu own cost. 
In this production Mr Gallatin maintains the expediency 
o f renewing the Bank charter, and follows up the at­ 
tack, which the committee o f ways and means covertly 
made on the State Bunks, with great plainness of pur­ 
pose. 
H e contends that “ Bank notes are bills of credit 
to all intents and purposes” and that as the states are 
p im w t m o y in* t_». **. ow isiim tw iS ir«»m tntm uiig o »»n 
o f credit, they “ cannot do through others what they 
nnl 
nt linrivcff to rfi, thfllSSMVAa.” 


destroying «very Bank incorporated by State authority 
oi firmly establishing a paper currency system , and of 
giving a monopoly of furnishing that supply to a private j 
corporation, created under the law ol ( ’ongress : and j 
it requires no stretch o f the inmgination to see the in­ 
tention o f giving this monopoly to the presen t Hank, 
with some modifications, perhaps, to let m more o f tin 
aristocracy. 
Such «corporation, it is needless to say, 
would be the government o f the country.

Jackson stopped into tnc 
-toy the march of 
this destroyer. 
A« a necessary measure to m u «mi, t.« 
ordered the removal o f tho public deposites. 
But for 
this tim ely, w ise, and salutary measure, tho Bunk char­ 
ter must uMve been renewed. 
T he Bank was preparing 
to make its panic and pressure in 1836, and to merge 
(he question of renewal with the Presidential election of 
that year, as it did in 
IH32. 
General Jackson saw, 
with a forecast peculiarly his ow n, the true position of 
tilings, and determined to have the new system in oper­ 
ation before that time. 
T h e retnovul o f the deposites, 
the commencement o fth e new system , brought the 
Bank to action sooner than it desired, and before ii was 
ready— and the consequence is, the triumph o f the peo­ 
ple, and the overthrow o f the monied oligarchy. 
The 
aristocracy will never forgive him— they turn 
tin ir 
bought-up presses upon him, and stimulate their feed 
lawyers to vilify and abuse him — hut “ the good lie has 
done will live after him.” 
Are the principles and objects o fth e resolves such as 
mm* Die vvislus o f our citizens? 
Do they desire to see 
a great *<>ntral monied power established and perpetuat­ 
ed, which ,||0 resolve« clearly advocate, which will 
swallow up all .,,r State Banks, nay, the government of 
the States th em selv .,» 
if they do, let them send Mr 
< usliing to ( ongress. 
xi0 jg tl willing laborer in the 
cause o f tlio aristocracy, ami, as has been seen on a 
former occasion, is not very hc .„uiUUg o f the means he 
uses to attain his end.

That power has already been exorcised ; and the duties may 
be laid to such an am ount and in such a manner as may lie ne­ 
cessary to effect the object intended. 
“ This object is not merely to provide generally for the gen­ 
eral welfare, but to carry into effect, in conformity to the la»t 
paragraph of the eighth section of the first article,those several 
mid express provisions ofthe Constitution, which vest in Con- 
gress, e x c lu s iv e ly , the control over the monetary system o f 
the. United States, and more particularly those which imply the 
necessity o f a uniform currency 
It is quite certain that this right to tax carries with it 
the right to destroy the state banks.
